It is estimated that at least fifty 
residents of this city have engaged 
rooms for the World’s fair at the 
Aldine hotel, located at the corner 
of Si.xty-sixth street and Oglesby 
avenue. 
All of them signed con­ 
tracts and in many instances paid 
the full amount for the entire time, 
though 
the 
stipulations 
required 
only a percentage. 
The amounts 
paid in this manner range 
from 
$30 to S90. 
Each would-be guest 
to-day received a circular from the 
Aldine people relating a sorry tale 
of woe. 
T h ey say that owing to 
the unprecedented advance in the 
cost of all material for building, 
for 
help, tor provisions, etc., the 
original promoters of the hotel have 
become bankrupt 
and 
the build­ 
ing 
still 
remains 
uncompleted 
and 
that 
the 
further 
expendi­ 
ture of a large sum of money is re­ 
quired. 
The hotel has passed into 
other hands and an effort will be 
made to complete it about June ist. 
While 
the fact 
is bewailed 
that 
patrons have 
beei\-’ caught, 
suavely propose that it is better to 
lose only a part of the money paid 
in instead of the S^hqVe amount. 
T h ey propose to give a credit of 
fifty per cent for all money paid in. 
In the meantime,-however, the orig­ 
inal 
rates 
have 
been 
advanced 
from forty to fifty per cent, thus 
getting every cent into the cap a­ 
cious maw of the company and m ak­ 
ing the patrons,should they still hold 
the contracts, pay twice for what 
they have already once paid. 
Such 
downright 
robbery 
is almost in­ 
credible. 
For Chicago to harbor

A H I G H SCHOOL B UIL DING. 


The crowded condition of the 
Broadway school fu rnishes abu nd­ 
ant ev idence that Sedalia needs a 
High school bu ilding, and needs it 
badly , as all who giv e the matter 
the proper inv estigation will con­ 
cede. 
The 
school 
enu meration, 
as 
printed in y esterday ’s D e m o c r a t , 
shows that there are 4034 school 
children in the city , and there is 
not a school bu ilding that is not 
crowded to its u tmost capacity , bu t 
especially is this the case at Broad­ 
w ay . 
The school board no dou bt real­ 
ize the necessity of a separate bu ild­ 
ing for the High school, an av ail­ 
able site for which is fu rnished by 
the school property at Sev enth and 
Massachu setts streets, where Cen­ 
tral Primary now stands. 
A su itable stru ctu re cou ld be 
erected for ^25,000, and bonds to 
that amou nt cou ld be easily placed. 
By prov iding a stru ctu re for the 
High school proper, the Broadway 
bu ilding cou M be u tilized wholly by 
the grammar department, and the 
crowded condition that now cau ses 
so great inconv enience wou ld be a 
thing of the past. 
It will be only a v ery short time 
u ntil a High school bu ilding is an 
absolu te necessity , and the sooner 
the preliminary steps are taken with 
a v iew to bu ilding it, the better it 
will be for the schools and their 
patrons.

Do This? 
The fact that people lost on a desert 
or in a forest invariably walk in a cir­ 
cle is due to a slight inequality in the 
length of the legs. 
Careful measure­ 
ments of a series of skeletons have 
shown that only ten per cent had the 
lower limbs equal in length, thirty-five 
per cent had the right limb longer 
than the left, while iu fifty-five per 
cent the left leg was tlie longer. 
The 
result of one limb being longer than 
the other will naturally be that a per­ 
son will unconsciously take a longer 
step with the longer limb, and conse­ 
quently will trend to the right or to 
the left, according as the left o r right 
is the longer, unless the tendency to 
deviation is corrected by the eye. 
The left leg being more frequently 
the longer, as evidenced by measure­ 
ment of the skeleton, the inclination 
should take more frequently to the 
right than to the left, and this conclu­ 
sion is quite borne out by observations 
made on a number of persons when 
walKing blindfolded. 
Further, on the 
measurement of the arms, it is found 
that in seventy-two per cent the riglit 
arm is longer than the left, while in 
twenty-four per cent the left arm is 
the longer, show ing that a considera­ 
ble majority of persons are right- 
handed and left-legged. 
The inequal­ 
ity in the length of the limb is not con­ 
fined to any pjrticiilar sex or race, but 
see ms to be universal in all respects.

Missouri Pacific 
train No. 
3, 
which arrived here at 3:25 o’clock 
this morning 
in charge 
of 
Con­ 
ductor Jim 
King, 
with 
Engineer 
Johnny Hamilton 
at 
the throttle 
and Express Messenger Hammill in 
charge of the express car, was held 
up by robbers thirty miles west of 
St. Louis at 9:40 o’clock last night, 
and the car of the Pacific Express 
company was looted. 
At the hour stated the train ar­ 
rived at Pacific, a few miles east of 
Washington. 
T h e train was head­ 
ing westward and carried not only 
i4,ooo in money, but the persons 
of Governor Stone and State Treas­ 
urer Stephens. 
It seems that the robbers, seven 
in number, boarded the train at Pa­ 
cific and waited until the train had 
pulled out about one and one-half 
miles before they showed their true 
colors. 
At 
a favorable spot, evidently 
previously 
agreed upon, three of 
the robbers climed over the tender 
of the engine and soon brought the 
train to a 
standstill. 
While two 
guarded the engine crew, the re­ 
maining five, wearing no masks, re­ 
turned to the express car and de­ 
manded that the door be opened. 
Suspecting 
something 
evil was 
about to happen, the express mes­ 
senger not only refused to open the 
door, but further proceeded to foil 
the progress of the robbers by bar­ 
ring the entrance with such bag­ 
gage as he could lay his hands on. 
A 
further 
demand 
from 
the 
spokesman of the highwaymen band 
urging the 
express 
messenger to 
open up receiving no answer, the 
robbers proceeded to place a dyna­ 
mite cartridge under the door and 
blew it open. 
The crash was deafening and tore 
a hole nearly two feet square in the 
wood work, scattering the interior 
obstructions 
in 
every 
direction. 


The gleaming barrels of several re­ 
volvers were 
then 
introduced by I 
way of persuasion and 
the main | 
part of the dastardly deeil was co m ­ 
pleted. 
The 
express messenger 
was so 
persuaded to keep the peace and 
one 
of the band 
entered the car. 
T he robber then demanded that the 
safe be thrown open and this wish, 
too, 
was perforce complied with. 
T he combination was unlocked and 
the safe rifled of its contents, some 
$4,000 in money and valuable pack­ 
ages. 
The robber carefully examined 
most everything he 
came across, 
scattering such papers and valueless 
packages about the floor in all d i­ 
rections. 
H e 
then 
deliberately 
walked 
out 
of the car, gave the 
signal to his confederates, who saw 
to it that no one grew extra inquis­ 
itive as to the cause of the delay, 
and also that 
the train was sent 
rapidly 
along 
its journey. 
The 
seven then made their way into the 
woods through the 
darkness and 
disappeared from view. 
The run to Washington was made 
in very quick 
time. 
Theie the 
alarm was given and posses of citi­ 
zens were organized at once, who 
started out to find the marauders. 
Governor Stone at once 
wired 
Chief Harrigan at St. 
Louis, 
and 
asked that men be sent to pursue 
the robbers. 
H e also offered a re­ 
ward of $300 for the capture of 
each individual robber. 
The money 
stolen was in charge of the Pacific 
Express company, and 
while 
no 
definite amount can be named in 
the case, 
the 
sum 
taken, 
it 
is 
thought, will exceed $4000. 
The 
door of the 
car was 
cpmpletely 
shattered. 
After giving the alarm at Washing­ 
ton and setting the populace on the 
lookout for the marauders the train 
continued on its journey and reached 
Sedalia on time. 
The following regarding the rob­ 
bery was sent out from St. Louis 
by 
the 
agent 
of 
the Associated 
press: 
At Pacific Junction, it was learned 
that a man had boarded the train 
in front of the express car, and im ­ 
mediately behind the tender of the 
engine. 
A short distance the other side of 
Pacific this man climbed over the 
tender and holding a revolver to 
the engineer’s head, said; ‘ Tt will 
be d 
d healthy for you to stop 
now.” 
T he engineer stopped the train. 
Five confederates of the robber now 
appeared, some gettingoffthe train, 


others 
making 
their 
appearance; 
from adjoining fields. 
Without 
any preliminaries, 
the 
door of the express car was blown 
open 
with 
dynaniile. 
The 
men, 
who were iinmasketl, 
entered the 
car, and, gxhng to the safe, ‘¿ecured 
about $2,500 in cash und 
packages 
valued at $3,000 belonging to the 
Pacific Express company. 
d'he engineer 
was then told lo 
^‘go ahead like h 
1 and make up 
for lost time.” None of the coaches 
were entered. 
Gov. Stone and State 'Treasurer 
Stevens were aboard the train, 
and 
the former at once offered a reward 
of $300 for the conviction of each 
of the bandits. 
Posses are scouring the country 
and it is thought they will be cap ­ 
tured shortly.
